every criticism he makeB on 
my positions, and agree with 
him In every position of his 
owu. Indeed, there is noth¬ 
ing else for a true gunner 
and a good citizen to do; for 
they are the first results of 
a life-time experience, and 
the decision of a calm and 
manly mind. L., I wish to 
trouble you with a final word 
on the matter.

They had 
not yet. begdn to^nSst, or 
to’ manifest the “vernal in¬ 
stinct. So, I shot three for 
them that evening, whereas 
they were delighted, and I 
was not ashamed. This ex¬ 
planation Is due to you, 
friend, “Wildwood,” for the 
genial spirit of your ques¬ 
tion, and for your many 
kind references to “Boone”

Report of'the U. S. Fish (.'oiiiiiiImsIoii. 

We have just received the last report of Professor Spencer F. 
Baird, U. 8. Commissioner on Fisheries, for the years 1875-6, 
uniform with the proceeding three, aud, like them, of great prac¬ 
tical and scientific value. The report proper Is .confined to—A: 
“An inquiry into the decrease of food Ashes.” B: “The propa¬ 
gation of food fishes in the waters of the United States,” and 
gives a list of over twenty-four and a quarter millions of shad 
hatched and placed In the streams of thirty different states, 
4,098,155 California salmon, to thirty-three states, 8,294,505 
Penobscot (Salmi rnlar) to sixteen states, besides many land¬ 
locked salmon and whiteffsb. 

In appendix A., I, Mr. Alexander Starbuck gives the “History 
of the American whale fishery from its earliest inception to the 
year 1876,” a very Interesting and exhaustive article extending 
over 763 pages, besides 8ix plates. In appendix B, II, we find 
the “Fisheries of Chicago and vicinity,” by E. W. Nelson, which 
giveB the number and size of nets, the weight, and kinds of fish, 
their Beacons, value, etc. III. “The salmon fisheries of the 
Columbia rl'er,” by Livingston Stone, notes of their abundance, 
aize, migrations aud movements, temperatures of the water, food, 
protection, diseases, parasites, methods of capture, economical 
value aud application, varieties and canneries. 

IV. “Notes on same Ashes of the Delaware river,” by Dr. C. 
C. Abbott; an interesting account of their habits and mode of 
reproduction. 

V. “Method of purifying the resldium of gas works before al¬ 
lowing It to pass off into the water, by J. R. Shotwell, with Illus¬ 
trations. 

Mr. Shotwell was one of the former Ash epmmlssioners of New 
Jersey, and la president of the Rahway Gaslight Company. 

VI. “Tables of temperature of air and water at sundry stations 
of the United States Signal Office, from March, 1874, to February, 
1875, and from March, 1876, to February, 1877, inclusive.” 

In appendix C, “Propagation of Food Fishes,” we And—VII. 
“The carp and its culture In rivers and lakes, and its introduc¬ 
tion in America,” by Rudolph HeBsel. A description of the 
“species and varieties,” habits and the mode of reproduction, 
growth and size, adaptability to artiAclal culture, localities best 
adapted to a carp pond, the construction of ponds, stocking the 
ponds and care of Ashes, taking the Ash from the ponds, mixed 
carp culture, feeding the carp extent of carp culture In Europe, 
and table qualities, with plates Illustrating natural aud artiAclal 
ponds. 

VIII. “The propagation and distribution of shad,” by James 
W. Milner, an account of the operations In 1876, with a list of 
the shad hatching stations and the work done at them, with a 
complete record of the eggs and fry obtained, temperatures, 
weather, etc. 

IX. “Ou the collection of eggs of schoodic salmon, in 1875 
and 1876,” by Charles G. Atkins, notes of the species and nomen¬ 
clature, distribution and habits, spawn gathering and distribu¬ 
tion of the eggs. 

X. “Operations on the McCloud river In salmon breeding in 

1875, ” by Livingston Stone. Taking spawn, shipment of the 
eggs, labor and cost of the eggs, summary of results, tables of 
temperature and condition of eggB. 

XL “Operations on the McCloud river on salmon breeding in 

1876, ” by Livingston Stone. Condition of the salmon, contro¬ 
versy regarding ownership of Ashery, beginning of the Beason, 
taking the salmon eggs, the shipment of the eggs and hatching 
the surplus, foreign demand for salmon eggs, the establishment 
of new stations, tables exhlbltlngthe work and observations. 

XII. “Correspondence relating to the exportation of Ashes 
and Ash hatching apparatus to New Zealand,'Germany, etc.” 

We regret that our space does not permit giving more than 
the titles and chapter headings at present, but with this full table 
of its contents our readers can judge of Its value, and those par¬ 
ticularly interested will read the different articles In their en¬ 
tirety. We will, however, from time to time, extract from It, 
aud welcome It to a place on our reference shelf beside Its com¬ 
panions. _

gish waters or on muddy bottoms, and we have heard that they 
were found also in swift rocky streams, we dropped a line to Pro¬ 
fessor Howard Miller, secretary of the Hpme and Foreign Mis¬ 
sions, a gentleman fond of angling, and who Is possessed of the 
Instincts of a naturalist In a high degree, aud now take pleasure 
In giving his reply which we regard as conclusive In establishing 
the character of tbelr habitat.

1 know of one hiving been caught In the Jnnlata on the Atlantic 
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slope, aud also oue In the Susquehanna above Harrisburg, Pa., but they 
are very rare In those parts, and it is hoped may continue so, as they 
are very destructive to fish of all kinds. They lay eggs In a string 
suinethlug like frog spawn, and os to the seasou, number? or mode of 
development I know nothing sufficiently definite to justify putting on 
record. Tbe smallest *'alligator" I ever saw woe about two inches long, 
and tbe Urgent two feet. In a Small stream when a tree has fallen, or 
driftwood lodged In an inextricable mars, darning up the water, the 
ugly beast with catfish bead, lizard body, and turtle feet, is found In 
numbers. 

Un on tbe mountain side where Ibe waters rauie down, as ut Ludore, 
It bides under tbe shelving rock aud raids ou the speckled Salma /on- 
llnalbt and more than once has my string of fi*h disappeared to be dis¬ 
covered in posseeidou of one of these unspeakably nasty things which 
was muk'nga meal off It 

Naturalists as a rule locaterthe animal under consideration in mtfddy 
bottoms, but I know they are found In great numbers on the rockiest 
bottoms, and think I am not mistaken in saying they are found where- 
ever fish live, within their limited habitat. I have seen them !u frog 
ponds separated by land from the adjoining stream, and 1 infer from 
their habits and anatomy that they sometimes make short overland 
journeys in wet weBtber. They ore mainly nocturnal in tbelr habita, 
and I have seen seventeen snapped off as many successive books of a 
lautliue in KiekiiuineiHH river, emptying Into the Allegheny fifty 
miles above Pittsburg, in one night. 

They bite slowly like a catfish and make no fuss whou booked. You 
pull them out thinking you have a whopping big flsh, and there is the 
squirming beuet making off for the walur. lie is slow ou laud but rapid 
In tbe water, and bold and careless when a fish is In view.

VAR1STY OF CHARACTER AMONG ANOLERS. 

“Tour long experience as an angler In many waters,” I sug¬ 
gested, “must have brought you In contact with, a great variety 
of character?” 

“O yes; angling, no more than religion, obliterates tbe original 
bent of our nature. A man la a better man for being an angler 
as he certainly le a better man for being a Christian; but neither 
lifts him up to tbe plane of perfection. Tbe fastidious man Is 
still fastidious. The unrestful man is still unrestful, and the sel- 
tisb man still thinks more of himself than of his neighbor. But 
he Is neither as fastidious, unrestful or selAsb as before his char¬ 
acter became inodlAed by the beneAcent InAuence of the gentle 
art. A lovable man who is an angler Is more lovable than he 
would have been otherwise, and an unlovable man Is less unlova¬ 
ble. That is all I claim for the art.” 

“I suggested this topic," I said, “to ascertain whether your 
experience corresponded with my own. I am glad to find that it 
does. I have often on angling waters been brought into close as¬ 
sociation with men of whom I had previously known but little, 
and I had frequently found myself amusing myself In conject¬ 
uring the business and home character and life of those around 
me. For instance: A would cheerfully at any time forego tho 
capture of a Ash to ensure, by hiB personal supervision, a tidy 
camp or appetizing dinner. Such an one I would look up to as 
a uniformly good provider and the possessor of an orderly home. 
B, like some of our patriotic electors, would Ash “early and often," 
and was never hilarious unless he had brought into camp the 
greatest number and Ihc heaviest weight. I had do doubt that at 
home B was esteemed for his energy but closely watched because 
of his excessive love of accumulation. C would be in the sev¬ 
enth heavens during his two or three hours of successful angling, 
but he reached a story higher through the other hours of tbe 
day while lounging beneath the Bbadows of the woods or hunting 
up some cosy dell or pretty mountain rivulet. I had no hesita¬ 
tion In voting him a born poet with the tastes of an artist, though 
he might have earned his extra dollars to cover his Summer va¬ 
cation behind a bank counter or amid the dust aud debri * 
of sugar casks or molasses hogsheads. D would 
linger over his trout and venison as If he deemed 
eating and not his spiritual obligations ‘the chief end of man.' 
He took pleasure In catching trout aud salmon, but he seemed 
•to find far greater delight In magnifying their gastronomic vir¬ 
tues. I hazarded nothing in deciding that D was a good liver, 
whose dinners were memorable events In the lives of those who 
were privileged to partake of them. E loved the sport intensely, 
but he was happiest when he discovered a good pool and could 
induce a friend to share it with him. This, you know, Is a virtue, 
which few have the requisite grace to practice, for It is the high¬ 
est manifestation of that rarest of all virtues, self-sacrifice. 
What else could such a man be at home than a model of amiabili¬ 
ty, kindliness and charity? F admired the woods, the rivers, the 
mountains and all that therein Is. But he loved them In detail, 
and like tbe busy bee, he would ‘Improve each shining hour,’ by 
rapidly passing from one bit of beauty to another, and so, by his 
unceasing desire to 'move on,’ keep himself and every one about 
him in a state of perpetual unrest. Oh, what a nuisance such an 
one Is in a camp of- good fellows who desire to Ash and be happy 
In a quiet and leisurely way 1 What could he be at home but 
a perpetual torment to family and friends? I have bad more 
than one Bummer vacation spoiled by these jumplhg jacks, who 
have no more appreciation of what constitutes real comfort 111 
camp than they have of the quiet and gentlA elements which 
enter into the character of a true angler.” 

“Upon my word, sir, one should be careful how he bears him¬ 
self In tbe presence of so critical an observer. I have my peculi¬ 
arities, like others, undoubtedly, but I do not think you have 
exactly touched them in either of the characters you have de¬ 
scribed. I believe I attend closely to my business at home, 
and I know when I Ash I Ash with a steadiness which has some¬ 
times Induced my friends to say that I make ‘a business of 
pleasure.' I am certainly absorbed by both when engaged In 
them. But as (at present, at least) I do not prosecute my busi¬ 
ness simply to put money in my purse, neither do I Ash simply 
to catch fish. The pastime Is a pleasure, a diversion, a rest, 
a recreation. I remember through the long months of business 
activity more of what I have seen and felt than of what I have 
done—more of the scenery with which I have been surrounded, 
of rock and pool and running water, than of the rlBe and strike 
and capture of my Ash. I confess, nevertheless, that I carry 
with me In my aDgllng excursions the same devotion and indus¬ 
try which my friends assure m<y characterize my business and 
home life.” 

“I have no doubt of It,” was my reply. “One of my friends Is 
as noted for his Indolence as you are for your Industry. He pro¬ 
claims every man an Idiot who ever does anything he can avoid 
doing, or who ever abstains from doing what will minister to his 
pleasure. His office hours, he tells his friends, are 'from.ten to 
one; 1 but ‘ten to one' you will never And him in his office during 
those hours. But he loves the woods, and knows more about the 
habits of fish and the theory of angling than any one of my ac¬ 
quaintance. His love of the woods Is shown by the persistency 
with which he lies prone beneath some spreading elm or cedar 
daring many hours of every day, and his Indolent IiabltB by the 
listless way In which be casts his By and kills his salmon, by his 
protracted slumbers and the abandon with which he lounges about 
the camp and revels In the luxury of Idleness. But ever; one 
likes him in spite of hlalndolence, because be Is so supremely 
happy when doing nothing and Is let alone. He Is In camp as he 





































































































































































































1b at home, a happy Idler, with undeveloped powers and untared 
ability enough ‘to make two kings and an honest man, and with 
latent enthusiasm and skill enough to make himself an expert In 
any pastime, hut too lazy either to become great In his profession 
or eminent In the only recreation which can arouse him from his 
lethargy.” 


TDK ETHIC AND AESTHETIC SIDS OF ANGLING". 

-“It is strange,” said my friend, “that the gentle art has such thc6 
a fascination for men of such opposite temperaments. Must asca 
there not be in each of them something common to all, which faac 
thus makes them of kin in spite of their seeming uulikeuess I 6ton 
“No doubt of It,’’ I replied. “Father Walton says of anglers g, 
as of poets, “they arc born so;” and there Is In every angler wlu 
something of the poetic aDd .esthetic elements. These elements wor 
you know, are not always developed In rhythm. They as often tdet 
find expression in tastes and habits as In words. But whatever “ 
m.k«. a man an angler, there is uotbing equal to the art as a tlml 
fascinating pastime. Like a Joy of youth it Is something to par- and 
take of with ecstacy and remember with delight. be 

“That,” said my friend, “has certainly been my experience. a ud 
But I have found it even more than you say; for what may be a see 

toy in youth la often monotonous or insipid in old age. But we t)ac 
never weary of this pleasant pastime. The love of it grows with by , 
our years and stays with us even when the grasshopper has be- \ 
come a burden. My memory runneth uot to the contrary when Bpa 
I loved to ilsh. But until the snow-flakes began to drop upon 0 £f< 
my locks it was possible for some other promised pleasure to woo st e. 
me from my accustomed vacation on lake or river. Not so now, 
however. I long for the coming of the season when 1 may set 
out on my angling tramps, as the weary watcher waltcth for the ^ 

coming of the morning." „ , . , < 

“I know all about that feeling,” I said; “but when thecoveted 
time does come and I And myself ‘whipping’ my favorite river or 
lighting a three-pound trout, a flve-ponud bass or a thirty-pound 
salmon, I am amply repaid for the waiting and grateful to a kind 
Providence for making my tastes to harmonize with those of the 
‘simple wise men’ whose pure aud saintly lives have almost 
elevated the gentle art into the placid realm of holy worship. 

“X am glad to hear you say that, sir. It shows me that you 
have caught the spirit of our dear old master. There are those 
who have such low conceptions of the art us t-o assume that for 
one to find delectation in It Is to give proof of a thoughtless 
habit, if not of questionable morality and an Irreverent mind. 

But all such err In their hasty judgment because they fai to 
comprehend, not alone the the physical benefits of the pastime, 
but its Intellectual and moral possibilities as well." 

“Your experience,” I said, “is not singular. Reverence and 
an appreciation of the beautiful are elements which cuter Into 
the character of every true angler. His vocation takes him 
where nature Is seen at her best. River, lake, forest and moun- 
tain are his Inseparable companions. Cascade and brook aDd | 
bird fill the air with perpetual melody, while sunshine and shade 
by day and the tremulous rays of the myriad stars by night fall , 
upon him, In his peaceful solitude, like whispered benedictions." 

"You are quite right, I am sure. The feelings you describe \ ‘' 
have often come tome while sojourning in the quiet places where 
our vocation takes us. 1 learned long ago, In the hurry aud fret 
and bustle of a rasping business life, what Paul meant when 
he said: “When I would do good, evil is present with me;” but I 
I have only approached the apostle’s conception of the higher 
spiritual possibilities when I have felt the Bolemn stillness of the I 
silent "Woods or been bathed in the mellow sunlight whose re¬ 
flected rays transformed the reposeful lake Into a sea of molten 
6llver. In such moments I have, with the Psalmist lifted up e. 
mine eyes and my heart also to the unseen hills “from whence rr 
my help cometh,” and thanked God for a recreation In whose It 
pursuit I had found a Jacob’s ladder upon which angels ascended w 
and descended to strengthen my faith and enlarge my conceptions 
of the Divine munificence." 

“How strange," I said in response, “that anglers are so widely 
misunderstood. A too common sentiment votes them indolent, 
raoroBe, unsociable and cruel, as well as intensely sensuous and I fi 
Irreverent. But they are not indolent. Indeed, as a rule, they V 
are far more busy and active during tbelr sojourn on angling h 
waters than are most men at home. Nor are they morose. They t 
covet solitude but not the solitude of the recluse. They enjoy b 
beyond the conception of their censorious critics the companion- f 
ship of mlld-tempered men of guileless habits and simple tastes, r 
who prefer the pure air of the forest to the deleterious atmos- - 
phere of a crowded iuo, and the invigorating exercise and exhfl- I 
eratlon which angling affords to the enervating Indolence and t 
Insipidity inseparable from the average fashionable resort. Nor v 
are they unsociable, as the animated discussion, enlivening jeBt 
and cheerful soDg, which makeB their nights under canvass an t 
ever pleasant memory, can testify. And as for their cruelty, who 1 
are more sympathetic, more gcntie or more responsive to the 1 
appeal of sorrow! As was the master—a type of all the virtues 1 
—so for the most part are the disciples. Let those who doubt i 
read the long list of worthies whose names are classic and whose j 
virtues have made their memories immortal. We may not all be 
as reverent as we should be, but as you, Bir, have so well said, 
our associations and surroundings excite to reverence and com¬ 
pel recognition of the gTeat Architect by whose hand has been 
reared the grand and beautiful where all anglers love to congre¬ 
gate.” ' <• 

“Ah yes,” said my friend; “those nights under canvass! How 
the recollection of them will linger In the memory and flood with 
' sunlight the Intervening months of weary waiting! But these 
weary months will not be long in passing; and when they shall 
have passed, I shall hope through some stroke of good fortune, 
to find myself placed where I can experience some of the pleas¬ 
ures you have described as only possible to those who fish for 
salmon.” 

“I trust," was my reply, "that you may yet experience this eU- 
* preme pleasure. For while I would not say of Balmon angling 
wbat some have said of the metropolis of France: “8ee Paris and 
die," I may say that no aDgler has any Just conception of the 
grand possibilities of the art, who has never, killed a salmon.” 

“And this, Blr, I yet hope to’accompllsh; and I would esteem 
myself happy could I have you as a teacher, that my graduation 
from the high school of the art might ensure equal pleasure to 
myself and houor to my master.” 

“1 shall,” was my sincere response, “be most happy to help 
you to become as profllclent in this as you are already skilled in 
the minor departments of the art; and may a kind Providence 
deal gently with both'of us until “the time of the singing of 
birds” shall again come when it will be right to go a-fishlng.” 
x And then, with a cheerful “good night,” we each sought our 
couch, renewedly Impressed with the fascination and dignity of an 
art which, more than most others, gives to its votaries the inspir¬ 
ation of the poet, the repose of the philosopher, the kindliness of 
the philanthropist, and the mental ahd physical elasticity of per¬ 
petual youth, _

Parasites on FUh. I) 

New Yofik. 

Editor Chicago Field:— I have been interested in your ac¬ 
counts of parasites in shad, perch, etc., and am tempted to Bend 
you the following quotations showing what the old writers 
thought upon this subject. 

In speaking of a crustacean parasite which affects the tunny 
and sword-fish, the Pmnatula fllona, of Umeltn, or Paulin, ot 
Oken, which belongs to the Lenina, Commerson sayB: Besides 
these terrible Bcourges which infest the sklu, I have also found 
ascarides, and tamiaa (tapeworms) In the tunny’s lutestlnes, 
faacloll lu the peritoneum, ^ Marios and other species in the 

St *So'tbat this fish Is liable not only to be tormented out of his 
wits by parasites on his skin, but, like Herod, to be eaten by 
worms. Plluny supposed all these parasitic pests to be simply 
identical witli those that Infest mammals and other land animals: 

“In summe, what is not bred in the sea? Even the very fleas 
that skip so merrily In the Bummer time within vlctaller’s bouses 
aud lnnes, and bite so shrewdly; as bIso lice that love best to 
be closest under the haire of oure heads, are there engendered, 
and many a lime fishers twitch them up upon their books, and 
see a number of skippers and creepers settled thick about their 
back6. And these vermin trouble the poor tisheB in their Bleep 
by night, within the sea, as well as on the land.” 

When the thunny are stung by these pests the fisherman may 
spare himself all skill, and almost all labor, the wretched creatures 
offering themselves for capture, like the mice In Hudlbras’ hol¬ 
sters, and coming

Louis, and rush in 
unbidden lu poisoued shirts to stamp like demoniacs, nacre the 
doctors, And claim, in right of “gale a' grosses bulles,” instant 
immersiou into lustral waters and six aromatic fumigations, ever 
exhibited a wilder state of excitement thun thunny maddened by 
the burning stings of these marine gad-flies 1 In the lunges of in- 
j tense cutaneous suffering he loses command of the little brains 
he once possessed, and rushing headlong through the deep either 
leaps frantically on the deck of some passing vessel or, lashed as 
by scourges, dashes himself in pieces on the rocks, where the 
corpse is found with a host of these cruel tormentors still at 
1 work upon hie now senseless flesh.”

Fish Lines.— We all know who makes our fine rods and reels, 
but it appears strange that the makers of our fine lines are un¬ 
known to the brethren of the aDgle, except by their works. Why 
this is so we do not pretend to say, but certain it is that in the 
different “water.proof” trout lines in the market there Is a 
marked difference in their quality, although appearing the same 
on the outeide. A line for fly casting should be of braided silk, 
thoroughly water-proof, free from Inequalities so that it will ren¬ 
der freely through the rings without chafing, and regularly 
tapered for the last eight or ten yards of either end. Such a lino 
does not kink or knot, reels up evenly, and, if well made, is 
strong and durable. As we said, we do not know who makes our 
fine lines, but have been led to these remarks from buying a 
poor one that did not stand use. Luckily, we were provided 
with others aud on retBrn to New York purchased one of our 
old favorites In an envelope marked “Gold Medal Water Proof, 
Taper-braided Silk Flsb Line, No. 3, 50 yds,"of Abbey* Imbrle, 
and will in future stick to what we know to be good. Wheu we 
asked Abbey “who makes ’em?" he gave us Topsey’s answer— 

" 'sDect they grow,” and if so we hope they will continue to 
vegetete, and as long as the “Gold Medal" keeps up to Its present 
excellence It must grow in favor. _ 

Frogs Eating Fish. —Adrian, Mich .—Editor Chicago Field :— 

I see in your paper of May 25 an article on frogs and asking if 
frogs eat fish, and asking an answer from some one. I would 
6ay I have esught a great many frogs for the last fifteen years 
(and of all sizes). In dressing them I have found not only small 
shiners in them but various other things, viz.; small tur¬ 
tles, leaches, meadow mice (large), frogs, tadpoles. They will 
eat anything that moves If they can catch it. I have seen them 
jump four feet and catch a good-Blzed frog and dive with him; I 
think they do this as they hold them some way to drown them. 

Frogs also migrate. We will find a pond, say on the first of 
May which is alive with frogs. We will catch there for a month 
or two and find them plenty each time; but some day we go 

and find none there; all gone to some other pond or lake where 
the feed is better or the temperature of the water suits them bet- 
ter 

I will write you at some future time at greater length, giving 
the length of time It takes them to come to maturity, their na¬ 
ture, and about the best ways to catch them. Moonshine. 

Shad Hatching on the Hudson.— The season on the up¬ 
per Hudson has been very cold and backward,aud while the catch 
has been large on the lower river, it has been small above. Mr. 
Monroe A. Green, with his corps of assistants, has been on hand, 

; but up to June 1 they have got but few Bpawners. There Is no 
doubt of the fact that the lower river is fished too closely, and in 
consequence, fery ripe fish reach the breedteg grounds, but flsh- 
I ermen always did try to kill the goose without regard to 
j future golden eggs. Mr. Green has established a batching camp 
. at Catsklll which is doing as well as the limited number of liBh 
r will permit. When our informant was there they had fished three 
t I nights and taken 400,000 eggs. In fact the success on this river 
- with the experts under Monroe, is only dependant upon the 
s number of ripe flBh that can be obtained. The few fish that have 
r escaped the nets below have been backward In ripeuing on ac- 
i count of the cold stormy weather, and the consequent low tem- 
e perature of the river. The latter has been from 56 to 60 ° , but 
t we hope for better things in June. 


The Aquttrlnm at the Paris Exposition. 

We regret to hear that the proposed aquarium at Paris is a j 
failure, although it is not at all strange to us that it should beso. ( 
We deeply sympathize with M. Carbonnier, for we have been in ( 
his place. Our Centennial aquarium failed through the authori¬ 
ties Dot being in earnest in wishing It to succeed, and in their so ' 
binding it with “red tape” that no move could be made under a 
fortnight after its necessity was apparent, and In denying the 1 
requisite authority to those in charge. It finally dawned upon us, 

—the late Thadeus Norris and the writer—that all interest in it 
had died out at headquarters, through petty quarrels ibetween 
them and the agricultural department, in which the aquarium 
was placed. . 

They did what they could to annoy the chief of this division,aud by 
this meanB those in it suffered. Experts were engaged to super¬ 
intend the different divisions of the agricultural department as 
Mr. James Geddes, field trials of mowers and reapers; Mr. Chas. 
Lincoln, dogs, and Mr. J. Delhi of fowls, and each aud all had 
the same experience, and united in the common chorus of, “If 
they are running this according to their own ideas and tie my 
hands so, what do they want of an expert!” But we had 
imagined that they do these things better in France. We clip 
the following from the cable letter of the New York Titnee; 

“A bad mark for the aqnarloma, both salt and Treeb. The first is 
still only an empty tank, and the Trocadero institution, under that 
eminent ichthyologist, Mr. Carbonnier, is so far a decided failure. 
There is no waDt of specimens of the finny tribes. The Rhine and the 
Danube, the Swiss lakes, and the salmon streams of N orway, the Volga 
aud the Don, even distant China and Japan, have contributed a hun¬ 
dred different varieties. But the poor creatures sicken aud die, in 
suite of the lugeDlons/machines Invented for the oxygenation of the 
Vannes water, for the cheintcalB used in the cement of the reservoirs 
contain some poisonous elements,"and no attempts at disinfection have 
succeeded. Few have been admitted to witness the despair of the great 
Carbonnier, who, with tearful eyes, telle you of the eafferlnps and 
death of hie hobbies, for which he la prepared to contest with Mr. 
Darwin's Jelly-fish and monkey the claim to be the originators of the 
human species. Bo be wanders, disconsolate, through tbesubterranesu 
galleries, with tbelr skilfully combined perspectives of stalactites and 
stalagmites, artificial rock-work and grottoes, and fatbomleBS pools, 
like some exiled monarch in search of hie subjects; for the Trocadero 
Aquarium resembleB one of those scenes In fairy plays, and this king¬ 
dom of the fishes only needs the presence of fish to become one of the 
most attractive objects of corloslly. “It will beso nice and cool in the 
dog-days," say its architects; but bow fearfully damp and sepulchral 
li u» now, ana why abonld not the comfortable be combined with the 
picturesque? Not a chair nor a bench exists within these realms of the 
river gods, and the slimy floor might be advantageously covered with a 
layer of aepbaltnm. The Parisians grumble most loudly over this, as 
' over every other omission; not that they feel discomfort as keenly as 
1 foreigners or really care, but the Parisian Is skeptical and a scoffer, and 
I wheu the beat plbased, even, always manages to blut that if his sug- 
[ gcstlonB had been listened to the success of the enterprise—whatever 
this may be—would have been Increased tenfold.” 
r We never personally met M. Carbonnier, but from his reputa- 
, tion, which we have long known, we balleve him a man perfectly 
capable of constructing sod maintaining an aquarium Id which 
f fish will live if he has fair play. But a great aquarium is some¬ 
thing that “Boards of Finance,” and all other “Boards’’ should 
leave Id the hands of a competent expert, for there are bo many 
“first principles” that they don’t understand that they are sure to 
s make a mess of It if they Interfere, and you have to educate them 
d before you can make a statement to them. We extend our 
I. handkerchief to M. Carbonnier. 


How They Caught a Sword-fish— The Fall River (Mass.) 
jVei/w tells this story; “Capt. Whitmore, of the schooner L. T. 
Whitmore, which arrived in this city from Florida, reports that 
one day during the passage, when apparently becalmed, he threw 
bis log to see if he was making any headway. The log was one 
of the new patent kind. In the course of a few moments Capt. 
Whitmore took hold of the log line to pull in the log, when to 
hiB astonishment, he found he could uot move It. Calling two 
or three men to his assistance, they finally succeeded in getting 
the log close up to the vessel, when to their astonishment, they 
discovered that they had a large sword-flBh in tow. It is sup¬ 
posed that he grabbed the log when it was first thrown over¬ 
board and when In an upright position; that it became wedged 
in hiB mouth in some manner, and the more the fish tried to 
free himself the more did he become 'snarled up’ in the log line. 
However, another line was made fast to him, and the crew of 
the Whitmore finally got him on board. He weighed about 300 

pounds.” _

being retaken on the 7th of March of the following year It was 
found to weigh seventeen pounds. 

_A crab sauce for boiled fish that Is as good as lobster sauce 

Is made by choosing a nice fresh boiled crab, pick all the meat 
away from the shell and cut It into small square pieces. Make 
half a pint of melted butter, and put It In the fish and seasoning; 
let it gradually warm through, and simmer for two minutes. It 
should not boll. 

_The fishermen at the east end of Long Island have, during 

the past week, caught as many menhaden as they could handle. 

J. H. Hawkins, In the steamer Norse, at one haul took 354,000; 
Captain Griffin, In the steamer Polhemus, In four dayB took 575,- 
000, and Captain Wilcox, in the yacht Annie, took 435,000. The 
fish are In good condition, yielding from four to seven gallons of 
oil per thousand. 

—There are eight or ten books on the aquarium, and not one 
of them written by a man who has a practical knowledge of his 
subject.

There Is no crest or unusual plumes about the head or neck of 
any of the species belonging to “the geDus. 

the dusky ohousk —(Dendragapus dbseurue, Elliott.) 

The ground color above of the male Is of slaty black which Is 
almost completely overlaid by a minute transverse mottling of 
blulsh-aBh, merging Into a pale brown on the scapulars and se¬ 
condaries, which Is most prominently observed on the terminal 
portions of the feathers; the scapulars possess a conspicuous 
shaft streak and terminal spot of white; the terminal band of tbe 
tall is sharply and abruptly defined pure bluish-sal), and measures 
nearly an inch and a half In width; tbe tall itself Is Biightly 
rounded, about eighty one-hundredthB. Underneath and below, 
the plumage becomes of a fine dark cinereous color, merging Into 
a lighter shade posteriorly, and of a decided plumbaceous hue 
anteriorly. On the sides of the jugulum or throat, beneath the 
surface, the feathers are snowy white which Is much exposed, 
producing a somewhat broken though quite conspicuous patch; 
the throat Itself Is also white, marked with transverse cresentlc 
bars of dusky, the barred white curving upwards to the aurlcu- 
lars or ear tufts; behind and on the cheeks Is seen a 'uniformly 
blackish malar patch; and the space between tbe bill and tbe 
eyes, and behind the eyes ia marked with distinct white spots 
producing an Inconspicuous stripe from the bill through that or¬ 
gan. All the feathers of the lower parts are margined termi¬ 
nally with white, which becomes broader on the flanks and in 
the anal region, the former, however, presenting a more brown¬ 
ish and mottled ground, and broad white shaft stripes; the lining 
of the wings are almost wholly white. The tarsi also are of'a 
greyish or ashy-white. 

The average adult possesses a length of about twenty-one 
Inches, with an alar stretch of thirty; the wing alone measures 
full nine Inches, often ten, the tall eight; the tarsus one aud four- 
fifths, and the middle'toe the same as tbe tarsus. 

The females have shorter tails than tbe males, being only 
about six Inches generally, but tbe wings are a trifle longer— 
from a half to seven-eighths of an Inch. Her colouring Is some 
what similar in pattern to that of her mate, being of a dusky- 
black above, much brokeu by narrow transverse bars of yellowish 
brown, which are brood, regular, and very sharply defined ante¬ 
riorly, but posteriorly decidedly broken and mottled. The mid¬ 
dle tall feathers are very much mottled also, so much so as to 
obscure the ashy tips. Tbe color of the under parts is ashen, 
totally unbroken by spots or bands on the abdomen; but on the 
jugulum, sides, etc., havlog transverse bare of yellowish brown. 

Young birds are yellowish brown above all the feathers pos¬ 
sessing conspicuous shaft streaks and triangular terminal spots 
of white; both webs have large, transverse, roundish spots of 
black; tbe secondaries are marked with bands of black and 
white, six In number, both, however, broken by coarse mottlings; 
the tail closely resembles the secondaries in color and markings. 
Beneath the color Is of a dull whitish, the jugulum and sides 
marked with rounded spots of black, those on opposite webs not 
joining. The bead, too, is yellowish-white, the crown only Bpotted 
with black; an indistinct dusky stripe ia observable lu the tri¬ 
angular space between the eye and the bill and over the upper 
edge of the aurlculars. 

The dusky grouse is burdened with a variety of name6, being 
known in various parts of Its habitat by the pseudonyms of “blue 


grouBe,"“blackgrouse," “pine grouse,” “mountaingrouse, 
grouBe,” “willow grouse,” “spruce grouse,” “hill cock,”

Sub-genue, Dendragaput —ThlB genus Is known by a rather 
large and rounded tall, In length measuring about two-thirds as 
much as the wing, and containing twenty feathers, all of which 
are broad to the very tips, presenting an almost truncated char- 


of the woods,” “fool-hen,” ett, as fancy pleased the early set¬ 
tlers. It Is found almost everywhere In the mountainous region 
and elevated plains, west of the Mississippi, from the Colum¬ 
bia river, south to the southern borders of Sonora and Chihuahua 
lu Mexico, and is most decidedly one of the finest and handsom¬ 
est birds of the grouse family to look upon aud one of tbe flne6t 
for the table. Its flesh Is almost white, quite as much so, perhaps 
as that of the ruffed grouse or quail, either of which it rivals in 
point of tenderness or flavor. Though most delicious food, the 
dusky grouse affords less apoft than many other birds of its class, 
being solitary lu habits and never found in packs after the broods 
have been weaned from the maternal bird. Usually inhabiting 
the evergreen forests it is sometimes found associated in locality, 
not socially—with the ruffed grouse which it resembles more 
closely in habits, perhaps, than any other species. Frequenting 
the thickets generally, the dusky grouse lies but illy to the dog, 
nor will It fly from tbe sportsman but hides close until he has 
passed, or if taking wing, flying up only from his very feet as he 
approaches, and taking refuge in the nearest tree, usually jt pine, 
fir or redwood, from which It is driven only with great labor ami 
difficulty, equalled scarcely by that necessary to drive the Canada 
grouse Ulanace canadensis) from its perch. Even then it affords 
scarcely an opportunity for a wing shot, ub a second perch is 
sought only a few feet distance, or else the bird darts unexpect¬ 
edly and with the velocity of light, threading the thick branches 
of the evergreens in a most wondrous, rapid and tortuous flight 
that is sufficient to bailie the aim of the most adroit of sportsmen. 
Killing woodcock in their native brakes is nothing to this. When 
standing upright and motionless upon a tree branch as is the 
case when the approach of an intruder Is detected they BoVlosely 
resemble a knot or broken limb of tbe tree Itself as to almost 
defy detection; and at Buch times I have known the most thor¬ 
ough hunters and expert woodsmen to be thus baffled; for one 
not unfrequently fires at a supposed bird repeatedly, the shot or 
a rifle ball cutting the twigs over and around the object, until 
the gunner, fairly justified by the target practice, is convinced, 
the mark is nothing really but a knot; yet a moment later when 
his back was turned tbe knot had taken swift and Bllent flight; 
they will.stand the hottest Are with all the coolness of an En¬ 
glish veteran of fifty years’ service, not even moving a feather or 
apparently blinking an eye for the shot that passeed but an inch 
above the head. 

The male of this species is furnished with air sacs on the sides 
of his neck, by means of which he gives utterance to his peculiar 
love notes. Throughout the months of April and May on the 
coast and lower lands, and until August In the mountains, their 
low and not unmusical, tooting Is heard everywhere, sounding 
something like the cooing of a pigeon, and in the same deep tone 
as the drumming of the ruffed grouse. The notes uttered by him 
cannqt be expressed by words, though a faint representation may 
be conveyed by the syllables “woo-oof,” which are also ventril- 
oqulal In character, as that while the bird may be a hundred yards 
distant, the traveler through, his haunts .is startled .by a sound 
apparently proceeding from or just beneath his feet, or from a 
branch overhead; and again the bird may be cloBe at hand, yet 
the tooting notes, apparently miles away, strike the ear only as 
the faint reverberations of an expiring echo. The appearance 
of the bird at this time and until the Autumn moult is beautiful 
In the extreme. His inflated wattles .or air bags are yellow as 
gold, his brown eye Is clear and bright as burnished copper, and 
hie brown and blue plumage gleams with satin-like lustre and 
metalic rays as he struts in the sunlight, presenting all the vary¬ 
ing hues of the rain bow. Like the ruffed grouse he lias a beau¬ 
tiful fan-llke tail, which he displays with conscious pride before 
the admiring hens, though he prefers a lofty bough to either 
mossy log, grassy knoll, greensward, or rocky eminence, for his 


Thespian performances. He will fight an intruding male when 
necessary, though he is not naturally pugnacious, and prefers to 
win the favors of bis loved one by display of Individual fascina¬ 
tions and through tender love notes than by personal prowess. 

Tbe female presents-no such beautiful play of color as her mate, 
being of an unpretending blulelTdrab, nq small advantage prob¬ 
ably In securing her owu safety and that of her young. She 
builds her nest generally on some dry bank close to a stream of 
pure water, and where the ground Is bo sloping and steep that It 
Is comparatively safe from the tread of heavy animals. Ten or 
fifteen eggs are laid, oval in shape, one end being a little more 
obtuse than the other, and of a pule cream color, speckled with 
fine dots of chocolate brown. The little ones run almost as soon 
us hatched, aud are conducted by the careful parent to the near¬ 
est Bhrub-dotted glade, where they remain until weaned, when 
after short associations perhaps as a brood, each bird betakes 
Itself to a solitary life In the forest. The young are found with 
tbe parent in July, but have all graduated from the care of the 
old bird before the middle of August, when they have at¬ 
tained their full size. In localities where early and warm Springs 
are prevalent two broods are raised in a single season, when it 
sometimes happens that young birds are still seen following the 
parent as late as September first. In such case they are few In 
number, as It Is but seldom that more than seven eggs are laid 
for a second nesting. At night tbe hens with their broods seek 
the creek'bottome, and It is in such places they are to be sought 
in eariy morning or late In the afternoon. At such times and 
just previous to the emancipation from maternal care the young 
birds furnish fine sport, as they will then lie well to the dogs and 
are easily flushed, flying well and affording good wing shots. 
They are moreover at this time most delicious for the table, 
again if a brood be scattered the individuals composing It lie 
well, affording all the sport that can be desired, for though quite 
swift upon the wing they are easily killed In the open, easier per¬ 
haps than pinnated grouse, certainly easier than quails. 

About the middle of the forenoon they leave the roosting places 
for the upland, proceeding on foot, when they furnish little sport 
unless drat scattered. An hour or two before Bundown they re¬ 
turn to the streams to drink and remain all night; atld as they 
perform this journey on the wing, the fact is taken advantage of 
by the knowing sportsmen, who lie in wait for them in the opens 
which they are obliged to cross. 

When the brood Is Intruded upon, the mother, unlike other 
grouse, does not resort to artifices to divert attention from her 
little ones, but 6bows her agony of mind by ruffling her feathers, 
holding her tail erect and wandering about nervously and aim¬ 
lessly, clucking after the manner of the domestic fowl under like 
circumstances; and be must indeed have a flinty soul, and lack 
in kindness of heart towards his own children that would add to 
such poigniaut trouble and sorrow. The young, too, at this time 
seldom scatter and hide, but follow the mother for protection, 
aud when viewed at some distance presenting a very odd ap¬ 
pearance, owing to the fashion of erecting tbe feathers of the 
sides of the neck just below the head whenever alarmed or 
uneasy; sometimes,, however, when suddenly come upon, partic¬ 
ularly if already fleeing from real or fancied danger, all squat 
close to the ground lying perfectly motionless with the head and 
neck pressed flat against the earth, the tall slightly elevated, pre¬ 
senting no signs of life except tbe bright aud restless eye which 
is intently watching every movement, waltiug for the slightest 
Indication that their presence is detected; they often thus elude 
observation, and when seen in this attitude present a very attract¬ 
ive picture. 

Tbe food of the species consists of berries when in season. 
Tbe balance of the year they obtain their sustenance from tbe 
leaves and buds of trees, notably the Dougluss fir (Abies douglaesi.) 
This food imparts a strong resinous flavor to the grouse, 
which, however, Is uov’cousldered as unpleasant by epicures, 
but as rather adding to tbe game flavor. The average weight 
of a full grown male in June is between two and three pounds, 
although some males have been killed that tipped the beam at 
three and one half. 

When the dusky grouse flushes suddenly it is with a peculiar 
whir-rjr even more startling than that of the ruffed grouse,and its 
flight is even more swift than that of the latter bird; they are 
capable of silent flight, however, which they are careful to exer¬ 
cise when occasion demands. It is generally believed by the 
settlers of Oregon and Montana, aud even so stated in some 
works on ornithology, that this bird retires to tops of the high¬ 
est trees lu Winter and there passes the cold season In an al¬ 
most immovable staLe of hibernation descending only when 
warm weather appears. Others, again, who miss the birds from 
their accustomed haunts maintain that the species is migratory, 
and that they retire to the South. The latter Is an undoubted 
error, or at least their migrations are but partial; while the for¬ 
mer theory is almost too ridiculous to have gained credence. 
They are often on the ground, particularly lu early Winter, or 
during pleasant days; but during long continued storms or se¬ 
vere weather they rarely leave the trees, as they subsist well on 
the leaves of the conifer®, and cau always obtain sufficient water 
from the snow and rain drops to supply their necessities; and, 
being more shy in Winter all motion Is suspended at the slightest 
alarm. One. might at this season pass and rcpaBS a dozen times 
a day trees which harbored scores of these grouse without ever 
being able to detect a bird; but if he should happen to fire at the 
most likely knot on the tree it is not improbable, If his aim is 
good, that he will be rewarded with a specimen of Dedgragapus 
obecurus, and possibly cause several more to take wing, for they 
now will not stand Are with that nonchalance exhibited earlier, 
during the warmer months. Dr. Suckley tells us that he saw a 
bird of this species on the ground during a fall of snow, in Jan¬ 
uary near the Nlsquslly river, In Washington Territory; and 
that he “was told that a man near Olympia, W. T., possessed of 
excellent eyesight was able any day during Winter to obtain sev¬ 
eral birds by searching carefully for them In the tree-tops of tbe 
tallest and most thickly leaved fire." The Doctor,, however, evi¬ 
dently had little faith lu this statement, for he further remarks 
that this requires eyesight of much greater power than most men * 
possess, for even in Summer, when these birds are lower In the 
trees, It is very difficult to find them amongst the dense trees; 
moreover, they have In addition to their sombre hues whtch as¬ 
similate with the natural colors of the bark, the advantage of 
their habits of crowding very closely to tbe limbs, and of Bitting 
almost immovable lor hours. Gentlemen familiar with tbe habits 
of the species, and with the natives of the Pacific coast inform 
me that the Indiaus have a superstitious reverence for this bird 
during the love season, and cannot be tempted by any reward to 
hunt them; but in Winter they are possessed of no such scruples, 
but seek them with unexampled patience and cunning, setting 
snares and traps for them In tbo trees, and thut they are able 
even to shoot the birds ; the tracks In the enow betray their pres¬ 
ence, by which the trail is carefully followed up to its termination, 
and the grouse sought In the trees overhead; but even the keen 
and practiced eye of the aboriginal native sometimes falls to de¬ 
tect them among the thick branches of the pines and firs. Where 
several are upon the same tree If the lowest is first Bhot and the 
others are not disturbed, they may be picked off one by one; but 
If an upper one falls past them they Instantly become alarmed 
and seek refuge.at a distance. 

In Autumn, birds of this season when nearly or quite grown, 
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may occasionally be found In the open, when they He fairly, and 
furnish excellent sport. Then wheu flushed their Right Is 
straight, and they are easily shot; but If timber Is near they are 
sure to make for It, where a sitting shot Is the only sure one. 
We sometimes hear of packs of dusky grouse, but these are found 
only In rare Instances, and seems to be a local habit merely, and 
confined exclusively to birds of that season; but even then, they 
scatter In Winter, their habits of feeding tending to separate 
them. 

Dr. Yarrow speaks of these birds as common In Utah and Col¬ 
orado, and as found during the Summer on the mountain ridges 
In groves of pine or aspen, from seven thousand feet above the 
sen level up to the timber line. Dr. Rothenlck found them 
numerous at an altitude of ten and twelve thousand feet, those 
of the former elevation frequenting the cottonwood groves, while 
' at the latter they were found in the pines only. A nest found 
by him June 16th contained seven eggs just on the point of 
batching; probably a second brood. The site was a peculiar one, 
being in au open glade where the grass had been recently burned 
off, and the nest proper was a slight collection of dried grass, 
placed'tn a depression between two tussocks; there having been, 
apparently, no effort at coneealmeut. Dr. Yarrow also remarks 
the dusky grouse as a common inhabitant of the White Moun¬ 
tains of Arizona, though he expresses surprise at finding them so 
far south, as Dr. Coues believed that none of the grouse family in¬ 
habited any portion of Arizona. This is strange, as 1 have It from 
the lips of Senor Modluo, a Mexican gentleman thoroughly up 
lu natural history, and especially In ornithology, that this grouse 
Is found In Sonora and Chihuahua, he having procured specimens 
there; and he described the species too accurately to he mistaken. 

The first indication of activity of the dusky grouse In the 
Spring Is the courting call of the male, before mentioned. This Is 
a prolonged noise, likened by Dr. Suckley to the whirr of a rat¬ 
tan cane whirled suddenly and violently through the air. It is 
repeated quickly several times, and then stops for a brief Inter¬ 
val, and owes its production to the Inflation and contraction of 
the orange colored sacs on each sldesjf the throat, the same as 
the gular bagB by which the pinnated grouse produces its “tool¬ 
ing;” these are for the most part concealed wheu collapsed, and 
covered by a naked yellow wrinkled skin. Late In the season 
this gentleman remarks finding these birds on the ground at mid¬ 
day seeking sallal and other berries, and also feeding ou seeds. 
One day in October, 1856, he saw on the Nlsqually plains, 
amongst the ferns and grass, five birds, full grown, and In excel¬ 
lent order. The whole were killed one by one with a double- 
barreled gun without an attempt being made by a single In¬ 
dividual to fiy. 

It would be interesting to test the acclimatization of tills bird 
in the pine forests of the East where the ruffed grouse are being 
rapidly exterminated; for its habits are such as to baffle the 
average pot-hunter and to avoid the devices of the snarer. In 
their presont habitats they are not likely to greatly decrease In 
numbers, as the greater portion Is inaccessible to the geuerallty of 
sportsmen, and as the majority of the settlers In these regions 
prefer waging war against the four footed game, seeking birds 
hut seldom or when hunger demands. 

Richardson’s grouse, and a third species denominated by Mr. 
Ridgeway as Dendragapus fullginosue, and recently described by 
him, lu the American Naturalist, as an inhabitant of Alaska, are 
frequently confounded with the subject of this article. The 
du6ky grouse described by Audubon,Wilson, Bonaparte, Richard¬ 
son, Sabine and Sir Wm. Jardine are generally considered as 
identical with Oendragaput richardsonii.

A Farce In Two Acts. 

BY ARNOLD BURGES. 

Now that the. New York bench show Is a thing of the past, we 
wish, in self-defense, to call attention to certain facU which we 
think fully sustain the position we have taken against both the 
Rev. Mr. M&cdoua and Mr. Lort, as judges at American shows. 
We say in self defense, because the moment It became known 
that we,and other gentlemen Interested In the “Lleweltln setter,” 
would not submit our dogs to Mr. Lort’B prejudices , the wiseacres 
of Eastern sporting journal* and their correspondents, opened 
upon us their batteries of abuse, though secretly rejoicing that the 
absence of our “mug hunters and rounders" gave their own 
favorites some little chance to. win prizes. We do not propose to 
fight wlDdmllls nor do we fear the wound from a fool’s dagger of 
lath, but we owe It to the public to support our assertions with 
• proof, and not to declare a man unfit for a position of trust un¬ 
less we can show wherein his disqualification lies. - 

It Is a twice told tale, yet we must refer to Mr. Macdona’s ap¬ 
pearance In act one of the farce which has just closed. He came 
over ostensibly to judge dogs belonging in this country, but 
really to sell drafts and poor ones too, from his own and hie 
friends kennels. He brought over and entered a dog Buffer¬ 
ing from the mange, and knew that by the rules of 
the Bhow he was excluded from entry. He judged this dog 
himself, and gave him the champion prize over the beads of half- 
a-dozen better dogs, and finally sold him for a good figure. He 
brought over and entered Ranger II., a dog with some good points, 
but, os was admitted by the best judges present, utterly wanting 
In quality (we are speaking of the dog last year when he was better 
than he appeared at the show just passed). He remained In the 
ring while this, his own dag was being judged, and repeatedly 
made comparisons between him and others, and upon the strength 
of a V.H C. sold this dog also. He disposed of other dogs and 
went back to England with his purse heavier by the weight of 
the gold his official capacity and unbounded brass had enabled 
him to wheedle out of Americans; and so confirmed had he be¬ 
come In the art of Imposing fiction for fact that he attempted the 
same thing upon his own countrymen after he got home, and 
actually entered his dog Rover at Birmingham, as “winner of the 
special cup at the New York show,” notwithstanding the fact 
that Rover did not compete in any class at New York , and the cup 
his owner carried home was a complimentary one presented to 
him, not the dog, by the Westminster Kennel Club. 

Act No. 2 brought Mr. Lort upon the stage, and as we pre¬ 
dicted he came only to complete the work Mr. foacdona had be¬ 


gun, and make fashionable among American buyers and breeders 
the type of dog his friends would he only too glad to supply Blnce 
they can find no market for them at home. In proof of this see 
the awards to Ranger II and Rhoda; the first all out of condi¬ 
tion, looking even worse than he did last year, the other a bitch 
never deemed worthy of a place in the prize list In England. Of 
course there could be no favoritism In this. Mr. Lort could not 
have known that be was Judging Mr. Macdona’s doge since he 
had not seen one fora year and the other for a couple of months. 
Of course, too, he must be right and all the gentlemen wrong, 
who saw In many other dogs entered in the same classes far su¬ 
perior animals. 

Mr. Lort believes In the Laverack, notwithstanding the fact 
that but three of that blood have" ever won at field trials, while 
the cross of the Laverack on the Duke and Rhcebe strain has pro¬ 
duced dogs that have beaten the uncrossed Laveracks out of 
sight both on the bench and at trials, though opposed by all the 
Influence the Kennel Club could bring to bear by means of preju¬ 
diced judges and the harsh criticisms of Its journalistic satellites, 
and have even forced the Kennel Club Itself to limit Its Challenge 
Cup to “membersonly” to prevent It going Into the hands of 
their hated rivals. 

Mr. Lort objects to the stern of the Llcwcllln setters. Well, 
dogs dou’t hunt with that end, to be sure, but still, with tbla 
modern Daniel—this wise judge—It seems the tail goes before the 
head. Now, we admit that a poor stern on any dog Is a sad 
blemish, and one that should be bred out as quickly as possible, 
but we would not rank dogs by the straightness or brevity of 
their caudal appendages In preference to the more Important 
points of head, body and legs. A dog that Is good in these re¬ 
spects can better afford a poor stern than a dog with a good stern 
can afford to be lacking elsewhere. It Is also a singular fact that 
some of the purest Lavkracks we have, display the worst sterns, 
and it is just as possible that the Llewellln setters may have got 
their bad stems (when they have them) from Mr. Lort’s favorites 
as from the other side, the one from which they evidently got 
their Jleld qualities, since the crossed dogs have beaten the un¬ 
crossed. 

This Is an age of humbug aud the Blarney Stone bears the Im¬ 
press of many Ups, but we question if the popular’taste will bear 
a repetition of such forces as that upon which the curtail) has 
just fallen. Americans do not like being “done” aoy better 
than other nations, aud when once the deception Is appreciated 
retribution 1s not long delayed. We do not want any judges 
but good ones, whether foreign or native to our own country. A 
well-known NewYork sportsman,a good judge of a dog, and a man 
of unblemished position, in a very severe criticism upon Mr. 
Lort’s awards, attributes to him lack of knowledge of the points 
of u setter and pointer. If he Is correct we certainly do not want 
a man who, having enjoyed such advantages, such opportunities 
to obtain knowledge as Mr. Lort, has made such poor use of 
them; If the critic Is in error and Intentional wrong notmlstakes, 
have been offered us, we can not denounce the wrong doer too 
strongly. We have in this country many gentlemen who do 
know what a sporting dog should be, men, too, who have given 
every possible guarantee of character so that no doubt of their 
honesty of purpose or act can exist; why, then, should we seek 
elsewhere for our Bhow judges? It is true all English -judges 
would not act as Messrs. Macdona & Lort have done, for all have 
not axes to grind, but with oven the best we fall to see any ad¬ 
vantage to be derived from their employment, and until cir¬ 
cumstances so change that some positive gain will accrue to-us, 
we trust this will be the last appearance of an English judge lu 
an American show ring. 

Kindness vs. Spikes. 

Evansville, Wis. 

Editor Chicago Field :—It is with considerable trepidation 
that I, an amateur, take up the subject of Spikes vs. Kindness 
now made so prominent by the able arguments pro and cm by Mr. 
Burges and “Kit Killblrd.” Nor would I now Intrude my re¬ 
marks, had I not been In a measure a disciple of Mr. Burgee lu 
the matter of dog breaking and been, as I believe, mislead by his 
advice. 

There Is nothing truer or more applicable to dogs, and their 
breaking, than the scriptural rule. "By their fruits ye shall 
know them.’’ 

Now, as I undertook to break a dog to retrieve with the spike 
collar and failed most miserably, whereas I bad succeeded before 
and have since by less seVere means, I will, as briefly as possible 
recite my experience. 

The subject was an eight months old Engllsh-Irlsh setter, very 
Intelligent al 60 very stubborn when forced. I bad taught him to 
retrieve In the house, taklug Col. Hutchinson’s “Dog Breaking” 
and Arnold Burges’ “American Kennel and Sporting Field’’ for 
guides, but mote particularly the former. And, by the by, I am 
surprised the more at Mr. Burges’ advocacy of the spike collar, 
after reading the good principals of breaking laid down In that 
work. 

But to resume. My pupil would retrieve quite well in the 
house, but, I thought, too playfully and was anxious to have It 
done In a more business-like manner, as recommended by spike 
men whose one great claim, of superiority over other systems Is 
In the dignity with which the work is performed. 

Besides, when out of doors my pupil was very frivolous, espe¬ 
cially If anything attracted his attention. Being certain that a 
dose of spike was the only thing required to make him a steady, 
reliable retriever, I sent to Mr. Von Culln for one of his collars 
that I might have exactly the right pattern and use It according 
to the approved method. Well, I tried It. How long do you 
ask I - 

Four times. Four llmeB more than I ever will again, and two 
full weeks of kindness and coaxing barely sufficed to bring him 
back to the point In his education reached at the time I applied 
the spike. 

From that time on I followed Col. Hutchinson’s directions, 
(which do not commend Bplke collars to amateurs, nor advise 
their use lu breaking puppies to retrieve, aa might be Inferred 
from Mr. Burges’ article, although he does not say exactly that,) 
aud the result has been all that could be desired In a retriever. 
My dog loves to retrieve and will fetch me an egg or a water pall, 
a live bird or a dead one from land or water without Injury, and 
do It cheerfully. 

I also tried the Bplke collar on a confirmed gun-shy dog be¬ 
longing to a friend, thinking It might answer In such cases on 
the same principal that the boy extracted a hair from his sister’s 
head without her feeling it i. «., by thumping her head at the 
same time, hard enough to overcome the pain caused by the hair 
pulling, but this failed too. 

Now, that Mr. Burges has cited his authority, ajlow me to 
quote from It. 

Col. Hutchinson says, page 177 of his “Dog Breaking," section 
800: “I have made no mention of the spike collar because it Is 
a brutal Instrument which none but the most Ignoraut or uu- 
tbinktug would employ.” 

Here follows a description of the French and other coUars. 
In section 801 he says: “We have, however, a more modern de¬ 
scription of collar which is far less Inhuman than either of those 
I have mentioned, but still I cannot recommend its adoption unless 


in extreme cases (the Italics are mine), for though not so se¬ 
verely It likewise punishes the dog more or less by the strain of the 
cbeok he drags along the ground, and It ought to be the great 
object of a good breaker, as Uttle as possible, to fret or worry his 
pupil that Ml his Ideas may be engaged In an anxious wish to 
wind birds” Here follows a description closing with the follow¬ 
ing remark, which Is sufficient to show the collar to be identical 
In operation, if "not In construction with the modern spike collar 
in question: ‘The effect of the short spikes Is rather to crumple 
than penetrate the skin.” 

In section 302 he admits the efficacy of the spike collar In re¬ 
claiming head-strong, badly educated dogs, especially, “old of¬ 
fenders who Incorrigibly crept In after pointing or absolutely 
rushed Into dead.” Nowhere do I find that he recommends Its 
use on puppies or even old dogs, when being taught to retrieve. 
But dropping the question of authority for its use, Mr. Burges 
cannot deny that some of the best broken dogs have been broken 
without the spike or even the whip. In fact, I think In his work 
on breaking, be says a puppy should never feel the whip until fully 
yard broken. This being the case how can a man recommend an 
instrument of torture as the great panacea in dog breaking by 
amateurs. My limited experience has been this: All my suc¬ 
cess has been due to kindness and bribery ; all my failures are at¬ 
tributable to severity In the use or Hot only the spike collar aud 
whip, but even the plain check cord. 

Begging your pardon, Mr. Editor, for occupying so much of 
your valuable space, I dive, Blue-Bill. 

Which Dog Shall Wo Breed ? 

BY BRAMAH. 

In these days of frequent bench shows and the rapidly recur¬ 
ring eccentricities of judgments developed thereby, It becomes a 
matter of large Interest to dog owners, breeders and exhibitors 
that we approximate, If not absolutely attain, a definite standard 
of excellence. As at present conducted the anlmalsare subjected 
as much to the whims or prejudices of the Judge or judges as 
they are to a critical or correct standard. 

I do not believe, at present &t least, that one gentleman, how¬ 
ever honest he may be, and he an owner and fancier of a certain 
strain of field dogs, mu continue to judge large collections of 
setters and pointers and do even-handed justice. So palpable Is 
the fact that as one bench show foUows another It Is not difficult 
for dog men to anticipate the awards Immediately upon reading 
the list of entries. 

At present the Field Trial setter is fashionable, and Mr. John 
Davidson (an honest gentleman, no doubt) Is confessedly partial 
to that breed of dogs, and Is what we call a blue blood man. 
The records of the bench shows wherever he has acted as judge, 
alone show this to be true, not only In the awards made, but In 
the multiplicity of good bench show and field dogs rejected. Very 
few men who have owned good field doge ure disposed to deny 
that we have among the natives os good fielders as ever were 
pupped among the artificial and comparatively new strain of 
Field Trial animals; yet put them lu competition on the bench, 
aud unless the natives show the particular physical conformation 
and color of this fashionable strain, and although he be a real 
clipper in the field for pace, style, staunchness and staying qual¬ 
ities, and even be built to slihw it all ou the bench, goes to the 
rear, and the, blundering, pottering, headstrong brute of a blue 
blood comes to the front with his tall over bis back, a thorough¬ 
bred aristocrat' in beariug and a duffer in performance. 

It Is patrician against proletarian, upon appearances only. I 
do not mean to condemn or unjustly abuse the blue bloods, but 
I would put them ou the bench where each can have fair con¬ 
sideration and not be judged upon color or authenticated breed¬ 
ing, irrespective of desirable physical characters. 

Several qualities must be present Iff the animal and are abso¬ 
lutely requisite to make a good field dog. He muBt have a good 
nose, and style, staunchness, speed and staying qualities. 

The external confirmation qf the Field Trial doge are long backB, 
rather low lege, and small, thick ears. The ear Is largely a mat- 
ter of taste but most sportsmen (except the fanciere of this spe¬ 
cial breed) prefer a long, well shaped, low set ear, but when the 
great essentials of speed and staying qualities are considered, I 
maintain that the large majority of the Field Trial animals are de¬ 
ficient. 

How is it possible for a dog with a long, low body (necessarily 
Involving much unrlbbed space of loin) to stand rapid, unrelent¬ 
ing day after day work acrosB country? 

They do not do It. 

There Is a strain of Betters In New England, owned mostlyjln 
Massachusetts, together with a few representatives lu or about 
Providence, R. I., that are noted everywhere they are known as 
the fasteet and longest staying animals ever known in that 
region, and the Bportsmen that know the best. These dogs In 
color are black, or black and white; there Is a dash of Gordon in 
the blood, but the tan is largely br6d out, stand high on their 
legs, hocks low down, legs well bent behind, and heavily 
feathered, firm and straight In frorft, bodice short and a little 
roach-backed, chests deep and narrow, ribs flat and well put back, 
ears long and low set, eyes brown or black, beads weliMeveloped 
and elegant. 

Do I describe a “potterer” and au Ill-bred brute, or Is It not 
rather the clear cut performer that splits the wind like a black 
wraith, with his nose sweeping cover and country, as true to the 
game talDt on the air as a fixed star in the firmament ? 

Yet these dogB may not win In a bench show because they say 
“there Is too much daylight under them,” viz: they are too tall. 

The Almighty apparently knew what he was about when he 
made the greyhound for speed, so he set him up ou his lege, flat¬ 
tened his ribs, deepened his chest, made his fore legs clean and 
straight, bent his hind ones and set his hocks low, and yet our 
sportsmen of the blue blood persuasion clamor fOr speed and 
still continue breeding long bodied, low legged dogs. I maintain 
that the dog described above, with hie long legs, short body a 
little curved upwards, can go farther and stay longer than any 
dog with the opposite build, and therefore, I say that he Is a good • 
standard to breed too and ought to win In bench shows, as he 
does and Is bound to win In the field.

Bench Slums.

Editor Chicago Field :—Now that the principal bench 
shows of the season are over, we have the experience 
of the past to govern future |shows, which I think can 
be made much more attractive aa well as interesting. First, the 
classification la a very Important point, much more so than the 
premium list. Great Indignation was manifested by many at the 
classification of the New York show, which for one I consider 
decidedly wrong. Neither do I consider the classification gene¬ 
rally adopted correct. It Is an admitted fact that In fineness of 
coat and beauty of form there are very few native doge that can 
compete with the Imported or their progeny on the bench, even If 
at field trials they are able to do so successfully. I would 
accordingly be glad to see all Imported dogs and bitches and their 
progeny compete In the Imported class; wbat we are after Is to 
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eecertaln what improvement can be made by breeders In this 
country; If we can by the Judlcloue crossing of Imported stock 
produce progeny that surpass In all essential points their sire 
ur dams by comparison in the sums ctaee It will plainly be seen; 
but to allow the progeny of Imported stock which surpass both 
their sire and dam to compete in the native class Is simply giving 
the natives no chance to win, and largely reducing the number of 
entries In the imported class for which the prizes thus far have 
been equal. That by crossing the Imported and native, 1 am a 
firm believer, will, In the first generation, even, show a great Im¬ 
provement. I would accordingly suggest for the consideration 
of managers of future bench shows that to encourage the Improve¬ 
ment already begun they allow no dog or bjtch to compete In the 
native class unless either their sire or dam were known as natives 
at time bench shows were first inaugurated, or are tiot descend¬ 
ants of stock Imported Since 1870—by this I mean entries In 
native class may be stock whose sire or dam arc descendants In a 
direct line from Imported stock, but not where both sire and dam 
are so bred; this gives In the native English claseonly such stock 
as Is either pure native or that has a cross from Btock Imported 
since 1870. The same rule should apply to classes of native Irish 
or Gordon setters. If errors have been made in the past they 
should bo remedied in the future, and the classification so 
arranged as to give more general satisfaction with a better chance 
for those who have confidence In the native to demonstrate that 
by Judicious crossing they can be greatly Improved, standing a 
fair chance In time to compete even on the bench, as they already 
haye In field trials successfully against all comers, but at present 
tfieprogeny of Imported stock on both sides are allowed to com¬ 
pete In the native class. Jt becomes not a class for native setters 
but a class for the progeny of the Imported, virtually making a 
very small class for Imported and a larger one for their progeny 
to the exclusion of the native; this is a matter I think worthy ef 
consideration. 

As the class of natives at paBt shows has been the largest class 
on exhibition, there are many who cannot afford to dispense 
with the native stock they have, simply fiecause it is not as hand¬ 
some as the imported, and pay a high price for Imported stock on 
account of its beauty, but they can and will improve their present 
Dative stock if any encouragement is offered them to do so by 
crossing with Imported, thereby producing In time equal beauty 
of form and coat with strong constitutions and rare field quali¬ 
ties. Let every opportunity be afforded them by excluding from 
the native class all stock bred from Imported sire and dam or the 
progeny of the second or third generation from such stock. I n 
time this will prove whether the American cannot breed as good 
dogs as are hred in England or elsewhere. 8hamrook. 


Judging lit Bench Shown. 


Kansas City, Mo. 

Editor Chicago Firld :—As so much has been said in regard 
to the judging at dog shows, very much, too, that never will be 
heard or read on account of the thinker not wishing to be consid¬ 
ered one of the growlers. Yet, one should not care so much 
about what a few think when he knows a very large majority 
coincide with himself. There has been very much diversity of 
opinion in regard to the one-judge system, but It certainly must 
be plain to every one that it is a loss of time and money for a 
man to take his dogs to a show to compete with dogs that have 
taken premiums over them, Judged by the same Judge, maybe only 
a few days before; the winning dogs at the same time not being 
considered by other good judges as good as some other dogs at 
the show. 

This Is merely a diversity of opinion, but the sportsmen of Amer¬ 
ica certainly have aright to think that more than one man from 
their ranks has ideas worthy of consideration, and that there is 
no one mfin that they call the best, and the only one “for the 
present" that, will do to judge dogs. 

Why does Mr. Burges say “for the present until we arrive at a 
standard?" Perfectly plain when he sees that his Imported dogs 
are taking the premiums and must continue to take them If the 
one-man judges at every show, as Mr. B. proposes he 
should, until it becomes a fixed fact, by rule, that a dog to take 
premiums must be shaped as the Imported dogs are, and, to have 
a premium first-class animal, one must Import or go to those who 
have. 

Now, the judge Is an honest man, and can not and will not re¬ 
verse hls decision, and It Is greatly to the advantage of Mr. B., 
Mr. Smith, and others who have taken premiums at almost every 
show held this last year, that they strenuously object to any 
change, and they no doubt would prefer to have dog shows abol¬ 
ished rather than lose any prestige they may have gained on 
paper. 

In a recent Issue of the Chicago Field, “Free Lance” gave it 
pretty strongly to the the Westinluster Kennel Club as being par¬ 
tisan In regard to the New York dog show, In the appointment of, 
Mr. Lort as Judge. “Free Lance” may be right, but don’t go too 
fast for the motes. There may be some in the eyes of those 
farther west. 

Four years ago there were three judges, each separately judged 
the dog, gave him his marks of merit or demerit, and after they 
were all through judging averaged their decisions, The judges 
could then consult, if they chose to, in reference to where they 
disagreed, and the qualities of the dog would undergo a more 
rigid examination, and the decisions would give better satisfaction 
coming from the union of three Judges, each one representing a 
different section of the country. Have England In if you chose. 
Now, with the one-judge systeip, it will be claimed that the Judge 
Is biased In bis feelings; he has In common with the rest of man¬ 
kind, hls preferences, and as it Is left, to his judgment, be would 
and should decide as he honestly believes is right; but if dog 
shows are to be continued, and they cannot be or will not be, If 
they are not self-sustaining, then it Is necessary to have harmony 
eiiat between the different sections that must be represented at 
the shows, to make the entries large enough to compensate the 
managers for the large outlay that has to be made. Having dif¬ 
ferent judges every year and for every show would give the cham¬ 
pion a far better right to that title, should he hold it, than to re¬ 
ceive it by appointment. I am well aware who are the defend¬ 
ers of the one-judge plan. They are well known by almost every¬ 
one who has patronized the dog shows with their dogs. If the 
decisions given this year are final I fear the number of dogs at 
the shows will be beautifully lees next year.

Mr. Keller to Quail, —Washington, D. C .—Editor Chicago 
Field :—Your paper of last Batutday to hand this morning. Al¬ 
low me In the offatart to express my regards for your favor, 
which will enable me to reply to your correspondent “Quail,” 
and I sincerely trust to be able also to remove from hls 
* (“Quail’s”) mind any doubts which may be lurking there as to 
Mr. Davidson’s action In the matter. 

In class 8 (native Irish setter pupa) were entered by me a dog 
and bitch, named respectively Rough and Ready. As they were 
only five months old and had never worn collars or been on chain, 
I made a request of Mr. Lincoln that both might be put Into one 
and the same stall and It made into a pen. Evidently this had 
been overlooked by Mr. L., because when I arrived on the open¬ 
ing day I found that two stalls had been prepared, in the usual 


way, for my pups, No. 171 for Rough, the dog, and 174 for the 
bitch ready; whereupon I requested that both might be put Into 
stall 171—only three places nearer the stage than Ready’s stall— 
which was done. I am almost certain that I made the beet note 
of reference I could at the time with pencil on stall 174, explain¬ 
ing the non-appearance of the animal In Its proper place. Pos¬ 
sibly after this explanation your correspondent may be enabled 
to call to mind the two pups In a cooped stall, No. 171, not very 
many steps distant from the disputed stall,which Is true, bore the 
ribbon V.H.C., and “winner of prize No. 168.” 

The pup in question was in the stall above named until about 
10 o’clock of the closing evening, when to Mr. Lllley, of Baltimore, 
I turned over the bitch Ready, who with Rough and his sire, 
Pilot II, were all removed. 

I sincerely trust that the elucidation which has been offered In 
explanation of what seems to be to your correspondent an enig¬ 
ma, may clear away all doubts, both as to the presence of the dog, 
or rather the bitch, aud any unjust action on the part of one 
whom I believe to be an honorable and unprejudiced judge—Mr. 
Davidson. As far as my personal feelings are concerned I was 
In every way pleased wjth the show, Its management, etc. I was, 
It Is true, a little pi*\.ut at first at finding a dog of mine of 
twenty-one months old catalogued sb being five years of age, aud 
also being offered for $15, Instead of $50. The dog alluded to 
was named Pilot II, got by Don (Mr. Turner’s Importation) out 
of Vondersmith’s Maud. This was satisfactorily explained by 
Mr. Lincoln, and I doubt not but that the error was caused by 
my own carelessness in making three entries on one blank. 

Pardon me, Mr. Editor, If I have overstepped the bounds of 
journalistic propriety by consuming so much of your valuable 
time and space. 1 thought that the explanation called for was 
such that space alone and not brevity could be satisfactorily 
given.

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Trial of Explosives. 

The long talked of trial of explosives has been brought to a 
conclusion under the management of the London Field. »- 

Tbc trial was of the most careful and exhaustive nature, and 
apparently such as to thoroughly test the merits of the several 
explosives. In many cases tjie guns selected to expound the 
merits of the particular c .mpetitor did better with another ex¬ 
plosive; but as the complement was returned and every gun fired 
an equal number of rounds with each black powder, and as many 
rouuds with the wood powder as with all the black powders, the 
result, as a test of explosives, was not vitiated. 

Not only was it a trial of powdfers but also of, a few selected 
guus, and also of the qualities of wadding and loading. 

To inure fully appreciate the summaries of results we append 
the main features of the conditions: 

“Clause 4. The shots to be all at 40 yardsdistauce from the tar¬ 
get, which Is of the same kind as that used in 1875, and to be 
recorded in a similar manner on white paper within a 30-in. cir¬ 
cle, 111 the middle of which is suspended a pad of brown paper 
of the ordinary dimensions, composed of forty sITCetB, with a 
black square of 4-ln. marked ou its center.

These figures not merely exhibit the merits of the powder, but 
give the combined excellency of guns, powder, wadding and load¬ 
ing—in fact, give the resulte most satisfactory to shootiug men. 

“8. The choke-boreil guns to give an average pattern of at 
least 170, with the powder of their respective caterers, or to he 
disqualified, aud the cylinders one of at least 1X0.

“7. The shot to he 1 jt oz, Newcastle cnllled No 6, and to be 
found aud weighed by the manager or his rep esentatlve. The 
shot counted 270 to the ounce «i:h great regularity. 

“8. The powder to be found by the several competitors, and 
to be unlimited; but the weight to be declared to, and verified 
by the manager prior to the shooting. 

“9. The wads to be of any of the ordinary kinds* used In the 
trade, and to he found and produced by the competitors prior to 
the loading, which i to he dime by them or their representa¬ 
tives In the presence of the competitors.

Want of space forbids 
giving the full score of all the g ns; we give this p rtlcular one 
as ao Illustration of the workings of I lie trial because It Is likely 
to play an Important part in a big pigeon match. 

' The secret of obtaining a high figure of merit was evidently to 
keep the average pattern as low as possible, so as to reduce the 
difference between the lowest pattern and the average pattern to 
a minimum. To cheek this feature from being carried to an ab¬ 
surd extremity, clause (5 of the conditions was evidently framed 
to force guns to show an average pattern of some actual practical 
field utility. Owing to this striving after low patterns, we find 
that the average patterns of some of the guns shown were much 
below the patterns regularly made by the self same makers and 
notably lower than those made in the 1875 trlalB, which the fol¬ 
lowing tables will show.

—The most handy and useful gun 
case which we have yet Been Is the Victoria case, ‘manufactured 
bj Thomson & Son, 301 Broadway, New York. Whether on a 
journey In a wagon or at home It is the case In which to keep a 
gun. After a day’s shooting the holding of a gun In a wagon is 
a bore; to lay it in the bottom of the wagon is at the risk of ln- 
jurlng or scratching it. With the Victoria case It Is easily 
slipped in, free from danger of being Injured, aud the bother of 
carrying It obviated. See the advertisement Illustrating it 111 
another column. 


Taking the above tables as our guide, we accept the results of 
these trials to be that the black powder is preferable to the wood 
powder, even when the latter is manufactured with the utmost 
care aud for a special purpose as for this trial ; for while In some 
cases the figures of merit made by the Schultze powder were higher 
than the corresponding figures of the black powders, yet the 
variations were so great owing to wild Bhots that they fell be¬ 
hind In the final count-up. The Schultze powder certainly carried 
off the palm for penetration, but when we look to pattern we 
find the “average difference” of choke-bores with black powder 
to be 71.59, whilst the “average difference” shown by the 
Schultze powder is 107.6(1; and in the cylinders the difference is 
equally distinct, for with the black powders the, “average differ¬ 
ence” is 58.10, whilst with the Schultze it Is 68.32. The wood 
powder, however, shows to have less recoil and also to have 
greater uniformity of recoil than the black powder. 

The question Is, has the wood powder shown any such advan¬ 
tages over the black as to lead us to supercede the latter with Itl 
We think not. It has shown Itself to be capable of giving 
greater penetration with less recoil; but on the contrary It has 
shown Its capacity to be extremely Irregular In Its distributing 
qualities; add to this its proved ability to explode at Improper 
times and with undue violence aud destructive results, and we 
have a balance of opinion against adopting it. It may truly be 
urged that iu all these trials It caused no accident; but It must 
be remembered that the wood powder used for these trials was 
specially manufactured not to be erratic. With black powders 
carelessness of manufacture only means loss of efficiency, but 
with wood powder carelessness of manufacture meaus liability to 
cause Incalculable damage. By using poor made black powder 
we may spoil our tempers and make poor bags, but with poor 
made wood powder we may ruin our guns and get a through pasB 
to the next world; so of the two evils we will choose the lesser and 
stick to the black powder. 

Finally, English sportsmen have learned that Curtis & 
Harvey's powder Is the best for choke-bored guns, but that for 
cylinders It Isa long way Inferior to the powders made by Hall or 
Pigou & Wilks—at least the figures in the last table show this 
to be the case. 

At Last a Race Col'ksb. —At last Chicago is to have a race 
course. Numerous have been the rumors heretofore, even long 
before Dexter Park died, but this time It Is a reality. Messrs. 
Lawrence & Martin have undertaken to give the city a track 
second to none other in the couutry, and that Is sufficient to 
assure it being built and successfully conducted. The location 
has not been definitely decided, and probably will not be for a 
week or ten days yet, but it will be either on the 8outb Side or 
West Side near Central Park.

There will be two carriage drives, each twenty feet wide, 
with the ticket office between, and on each side of the carriage 
drives will be an entrance for pedestrians, eight feet wide each. 

The club house will be twd hundred feet by Blxty, and will ac¬ 
commodate three thousand persons. Running entirely around 
It will be a verandah twenty feet wide. The height to lop of 
cupola will be one hundred and fifty-six feet. A firet-claea res- 1 
taurant will be kept open all the year round. ]

theatres, tickets for reserved Beats in which will be sold In ad- s

The grand etand will be four hundred feet long and have a 
sealing capacity of ten thousand.

There will also be, besides the judges’ and time keepers’ stand, t 
a music stand.

All of the stands as well as the club house will face the East, 
thus getting rid of the scorching afternoon sun, which those who b 
visited Dexter Park knew hut too well how disagreeable.

Slioultl Wild (Water) Fowl Be Protected by Law in Tlibt 
State?—If Yes, What Species and When? 

Read before the Michigan Sportsmen’s Association at their last 
meeting by John DavldsoD, Esq., of Monroe, Mich. 

There are so many sportsmen In this state much better quali¬ 
fied to give proper views on this subject than I am that I had 
hoped on hearing a valuable essay from more able hands, but will 
endeavor very briefly to give my views Id relation to the protec¬ 
tion of wild fowl. I would recommend the strict protection of 
all ducks that breed In this part of the state, viz.: mallard, wood- 
duck and teal, between the first day of February and the first day 
of September. So long as the shooting of ducks In the Spring is 
allowed in the neighboring states and provinces It can hardly be 
expected that the sportsmen of Michigan will favor a law exclud¬ 
ing them from like privileges, on opeu water ducks at least I 
would recommend that they be protected from the 25th day of April 
to Ihe first of September, and that no duck-shooting he allowed 
on three days In each week, so that the birds may rest and be¬ 
come habituated to the feeding grounds; and that no shooting 
whatever be allowed tu the marshes alter sunset. 

From the time the ducks leave here In the Fall until their re¬ 
turn in Spring they are being constantly shot at and netted; and 
with the great Improvement In ducking boats within the past few 
years, also ingenious blinds, stationary and moveable batteries, 
etc., and the additional Improvement In lire arms and great In¬ 
crease In number of shooters with these (acts before us we must 
do something for their better protection, or our marshes anti 
bays, once teeming with wild fowl, will soon know them no more 
In greater numbers than a few straggling Individuals. The time 
has now come to think of these things, and I hope the sportsmen 
will not allow it to pass, but with one united effort take such 
steps as will Insure to its and our children a continuation of a 
sport and pastime that for pleasure and exercise has no superior, 
anil one In which rich and poor can alike share.

So arrangements were made to go out the fol¬ 
lowing Saturday.
